The number of suicide deaths did not
increase and has remained consistent
with the previous three years.

Syringe service utilization increased in the first eight months of 2020 (compared to 2019),

but this increase is likely due to expansion of services across the state.

There was no significant difference in the rate of Utah Utah Mar-Aug 2019 and 2020
adults reporting frequent mental distress from March = 2019 2020
through August of 2019 compared with the same time
period in 2020 (13.5% and 13.4%, respectively).
